testifying before Congress that per- 
haps many 40,000 American 
households had their mortgages 
foreclosed 1982, reports from Sao 
Paulo indicated that the govern- 
ment Brazil had succeeded 
reaching agreement with private 
banks and the International Mone- 
tary Fund (IMF) for $4.4 billion 
new loans the country, along 
with the rollover (postponement) 
$4.7 billion old loans whose 
payment was due 1983. Brazil 
has reached nirvana 
owes not merely more than can 
afford repay, but more than its 
creditors could prudently afford 
loan.

You didn’t have legal scholar 
predict that last violent con- 
frontation City Hall Plaza between 
nightstick-wielding Boston police of- 
ficers and jeering anti-Ku Klux Klan 
demonstrators would have repercussions 
the courts. Injured demonstrators 
immediately charged the cops with 
brutality, and nasty civil-rights lawsuit 
seemed only lawyer away. Moreover, 
the clash was well documented video 
tape local cameramen, and pic- 
ture-perfect evidence seemed only 
subpoena away. was the kind 
scenario that brings glimmer civil- 
rights eye. 

was hardly surprising when 
lawyers for the Civil Liberties Union 
Massachusetts (CLUM) announced last 
week that filed $2.8 million 
federal suit behalf individuals 
who claim have been injured when 
police dispersed the crowd 1000 that 
had turned out heckle and oc- 
casionally assault white-robed 
Klansmen. (The KKKers’ abortive march 
ended when they were ushered into 
waiting police wagons and whisked 
away for their own protection.) 

the heart CLUM’s 45-page 
complaint the contention that cops 
horses and motorcycles were out 
control during the crowd-dispersal 
operation. police have regulations 
the care the animals. And they have 
regulations regarding demonstrations 
general. But they don’t have regulations 
how use 3000 pounds horseflesh 
demonstration,” CLUM staff at- 
torney Marjorie Heins told the Phoenix. 
According the complaint, the cops 
used the horses and motorcycles 
dangerous, unreasonable, and excessive 
manner.” For his part, Boston Police 
Commissioner Joseph Jordan termed the 
CLUM suit “frivolous.” 

CLUM and the cops have faced off 
over the horses before. Last year, after 
the police broke September 
demonstration the Israeli Embassy 
Boston the Palestine-Lebanon Crisis 
Coalition and the Hoc Lebanon 
Emergency Committee, the two groups 
approached CLUM. According Heins’s 
September letter Commissioner 
Jordan the matter, “three mounted 
police charged into peaceful line 
pickets, apparently attempt stop 
the burning flag. They then re- 
grouped the end the sidewalk and 
stampeded into the picket line 
gallop, trampling one woman, smashing 
elderly man against wall, over- 
turning stroller, and spreading 
panic among the demonstrators.” 
closing, Heins wrote, “The public de- 
serves response that includes what, 
any, guidelines exist relative the 
horses.” 

The commissioner never responded. 
Now that lawsuit has been filed, 
have break his silence.

Last Monday, which happened 
International Women’s Day, the Massa- 
chusetts Women’s Legislative Caucus 
motley collection state reps and 
senators who happen women 
announced its 1983 legislative agenda. 
Caucus members are young and old, 
liberal and conservative, activist and 
traditionalist. Some see their public 
service vehicle for social change; 
gloved volunteerism. Each year caucus 
chairwoman chosen alphabetically;

Several the caucus’s initiatives 
are second attempts; women’s issues 
have never been high the agenda 
the overwhelmingly male legislature. 

Since the elections last fall, the 
women’s caucus has seen net increase 
five members along with eight men, 
who were invited become 
members” and thus attain status that 
carries all the privileges regular 
membership except voting. Some may 
have been puzzled the eight men 
distinguished, especially since one 
them, Representative Richard Moore (D- 
Hopedale), got percent rating from 
the National Organization for Women 
1981. Upon investigation, has become 
clear that the associate memberships are 
for sale any male legislator 
willing make $15 contribution the 
caucus (in the form Men who 
offer become associate members are 
supposedly subject approval the 
caucus; far, male who has offered 
the $15 has been refused.

When the wisdom out downtown 
was urban renewal, Southie said no, and 
there was none, either the good the 
bad kind, South Boston.

Southie, they keep punching. They 
have not attained state political and 
environmental grace. Scituate, ain’t.

parks are littered, houses are abandoned, 
and some people are trouble. But 
Southie has pride. And, perhaps most 
important, Southie has clout. It’s not 
lonesome voice the wilds City Hall 
Beacon Hill. 

Billy Bulger, Southie, president 
the state Senate. Johnny Powers, 
Southie, used that and then became 
and remains clerk the state Supreme 
Judicial Court.

The South End has had nobody. Long 
ago, what now seems like another 
galaxy, the South End had some political 
clout. Barely anyone and about 
these days can remember that time. For 
years, the South End Boston has been 
carved every which way suit the 
needs anyone but those living the 
neighborhood. But politics change, 
the neighborhoods. The South End has 
become home for some the poorest 
and wealthiest people Boston. And 
partly because that dichotomy, has 
become politically active nest white 
gentry, blacks, Latinos, and gays. Its 
Ward Democratic Committee now 
one the most influential ward commit- 
tees the city. Precincts that politicians 
traditionally ignored they now visit. The 
precincts don’t have the numbers that 
precincts West Roxbury Southie 
boast, but they’re turning out high 


percentages the existing vote. 


Two years ago, varied groups 
people convinced Boston’s voters 
create new forms government. Thus, 
this year the city will elect not five- 
member school committee and nine- 
member city council at-large, but rather, 
two 13-member bodies, each with four 
at-large members and nine from districts. 


This was billed reform, which was. 


somewhat ironic, for some those 
calling reform were the types who 
years earlier wiped out the district 
council and replaced with the at-large 


Whether the ultimate creation proves 
reform not, the process through 
which the districts were created was 
purely old-fashioned politics. 
Charlestown was lumped with the Ital- 
ian East Boston and North End, and 
Townies screamed foul. Jamaica Plain 
was cut three ways from Sunday, thus 
ensuring that burgeoning progressive 
force political activists would split 
and joined more traditional power 
bases. The South End, Bay Village 
gentrified area where substantial 
number gays reside), and Chinatown 
were tied South Boston and couple 
Dorchester precincts what now 
District Some South Enders went 
court challenge that plan and are still 
there.

Southie the traditional 
Boston this century white, Catholic, 
heavily Irish, Italian, Lithuanian, Polish. 
The South End the newer Boston 
blacks, Latinos, gays, and some white 
families whose adult members grew 
suburbs and voted often the liberal 
line issues rather than loyalty. 

The irony the upcoming campaign, 
however, that the South End candidate 
neither black nor Latino, neither gay 
nor gentry. Chris Hayes Irish- 
American, 50-year-old father two, 
milkman, born and bred the South 
End, guy who grew playing 
basketball with the aforementioned Ray 
Flynn and with Mel King, the black 
community activist and former state rep 
who’s running for mayor. For three 
decades, Chris Hayes has fought keep 
the South End safe from urban-renewal 
bulldozers and hotshot developers, from 
hookers and muggers and second-story 
artists. His friends told him was 
wasting his time. told them that the 
South End was its way back. 

“You work community like the 
South End from the time kid,” 


says, “and you see hit absolute 
bottom slum, and you work 
improve where the most 
desirable area the city. 1955, 
were ready for slum clearance. 1983, 
got the best housing the city.” 

was the forefront, stopping the 
banks from redlining the neighborhood, 
getting federal aid for subsidized hous- 
ing, fighting for parks and street lights, 
and watching happily the number 
liquor licenses dropped from 100 about 
20, homeowners with kids bought and 
renovated the old, brick row houses. 

The conservatives who moved out 
thought was idealist. Some the 
liberals moving thought was 
traditionalist. Hayes kept working the 
early-morning hours, delivering milk 
wholesalers. still does. sleeps 
when can and spends the rest his 
time protecting and improving his home 
turf. had thousands hours 
community haggling, fights, words,” 
says, “and out all that came agree- 
ments.” 

the West Canton Street neighbor- 
hood where Hayes lives with his wife, 
two kids, his parents, and brother, 
rowhouse that’s within walking distance 
where his three other brothers live, 
and his neighbors have operated 
community anticrime patrol for almost 
years. Few patrols the city have that 
long history. supported victims. 
gone court. been wit- 
arrests, and run off guys 
the process. absolutely guarantee you 
that someone out there screamed 
out there the time you and got out 
the door.” 

Hayes thinks that the South End’s 
successes can replicated elsewhere 
the city. He’d like see network 
crime patrols, closely tied with police 
district commanders. talks about city 
services and neighborhood priorities. 

Some his gut reactions are echoed 
across the Fort Point Channel, South- 
ie. small storefront office the 
South Boston Information Center East 
Broadway, Jimmy Kelly sits behind 
desk under banner the pledge 
allegiance the flag and speaks re- 
peatedly the issues that thinks bind 
his home turf Southie its new 
partner this shotgun political marriage: 
street crime, housing for those who need 
it, and city services. Unlike Hayes, 
not attracted proposed arson-watch 
program, but proposes now, did 
two years ago, that the city buy vacant 
houses from their owners and sell them 
people the surrounding neighbor- 
hood. supports citizen crime patrols 
and insists that more cops should 
visible the streets. 

the surface, there appears 
little difference between Hayes and 
Kelly, except that Kelly eight years 
younger. The difference less obvious 

their values, their historical 
the city politic. The difference 


strong, for reflects the nature their 
communities. 

lived comfortably multi- 
community all life,” says 
Hayes. don’t want integrated South 
Boston, because fear going the way 
other neighborhoods,” says Kelly. 

The South End activists cannot abide

Kelly, who took over the directorship 
the South Boston Information Center 
about that time, was one the point men 
demonstrating against busing. 
blacks, liberals, and many the 
media, Jimmy Kelly was 
carnate. white neighborhoods, both 
and out Southie, Kelly was (and is) 
stand-up guy who tells the way 
and doesn’t bullshit you. does not 
fear critics. than knock South 
Boston for our parochialism, people 
ought emulate says. 

Kelly figures that have prob- 
lem working with black Latino city 
councilors such issues street safety, 
more cops for the MBTA, and clean 
streets. But doesn’t see much middle 
ground which could pow-wow 
with blacks until court-ordered busing, 
affirmative action, 
preference programs are reversed. 
and Southie are very stubborn these 
issues. 

“We definitely need some type 
subsidized housing here for senior 
citizens and for families who 
making living wage,” says, “but 
there’s clamor for because the 
mine too. This isn’t paranoia. have 
legitimate concerns about large influx 
blacks moving into South Boston.” 
Kelly points Dorchester and Mattapan 
neighborhoods that first integrated and 
then turned predominantly black. 
points once-well-maintained areas 
that have become slums, once-safe 
streets now plagued with crime. There 
may many complex reasons for such 
changes, but Kelly adamant. 
fault not the question. The 
point that it’s there. not 
affluent community South Boston, and 
what have cherish. don’t want 
that happen us. freely admit it.” 

Southie sources who are less strident 
the racial issue say that Kelly 
assured victory, that does his 
homework, that attends all the 
civic meetings. Two years 
ago, finished 10th, just out the 
running for at-large council seat.

Bill Kleinknecht states his article, 
the NAMBLA constitution specifically 
prohibits involvement with pornog- 
raphy, prostitution, and the use force 
boy-man relationships. People who 
commit violent rape and murder get off 
with shorter prison sentences than those 
who have consensual sex with boys.

When was the last 
time the Phoenix any other newspaper 
did such thorough study the history 
phenomenon that inextricably and per- 
vasively part the American tradition? 
There little historical data the press 
slavery, Reconstruction, black migra- 
tions, riots against blacks, discrimination 
the armed forces, the racism nearly 
all our presidents and their administra- 
tions all the legal, illegal, institutional 
ways blacks have been terrorized 
whites this country. Those are not 
popular topics for the media’s current 
probes history. And yet those issues 
would provide informed context for 
dealing with the present. 

when Alan Lupo writes that it’s 
“the white community that feels insecure 
and needs public reassurance from the 
black community that crime will not 
tolerated,” outraged. Not only be- 
cause the black community does not 
have reassure whites that not 
collusion with criminals, but also be- 


cause that rich, complex, and varied tra- 
dition black people this country 
rarely celebrated and almost never 
treated the comprehensive and de- 
tailed way that deserves. 

When Frederick Douglass was lectur- 
ing against slavery abolitionist circles, 
noted indignantly that had first 
prove white abolitionists that slaves 
were human and deserved freedom be- 
cause was the slave not slavery 
who was trial. The same conditions 
prevail 1983. Lupo has his 
sophisticated and polished way managed 
put blacks not crime trial. 

And the city Boston, haven for

phrase more aptly describes this 
self-centered, self-reproaching 
nation whose people have 
stunned the world more than 
once the last 100 years. It’s 
qualified superlative for land 
endless contradiction. 

The Japanese champion the 
notion free trade, yet cling 
fiercely protectionist measures 
imports. They bask the glory 
economic supremacy yet refuse 
any military power necessary 
defend it. The Japanese eagerly 
lead the world technology yet 
steadfastly shirk diplomatic 


as 


initiative. many observers 
Europe and America, Japanese 
policies seem either hopelessly 
arbitrary shamelessly self- 
serving. And either way 
interpreted, they have made the 
West increasingly uneasy about 
Japan. Cornered issues 
trade international 
responsibility, Japanese leaders 
discuss “future possible plans” 
and “proposals outline the 
issues.” All too often, they have 
seemed suspiciously loath 
discuss the immediate. 

But all that seemed change 


when Prime Minister Yasuhiro 
Nakasone took office, last 
December. youthful, 
charismatic, and aggressive 
leader, Nakasone grabbed world 
attention the man who would 
develop Japan’s international role 
while safeguarding national 
interests. The first postwar 
prime minister 
photographed frequently 
traditional dress, Nakasone 
seemed represent Japan’s 
readiness emerge proud, 
capable, and determined force 
world affairs. 

his first week office, 
Nakasone telephoned leaders 
Asian allies shore 
relations unprecedented 
move international intimacy. 
his first month, Nakasone 
delivered billion package 
aid Korea show the nation’s 
friendship for this long- 
suspicious neighbor. And the 
following month, Nakasone flew 
Washington underscore 
steadfast commitment 
its alliance alliance 
severely tested trade disputes. 
Fluent English and skilled 
diplomacy, Nakasone shone 
man firm resolve and 
unquestioned ability resolve 
international difficulties. 
Next Reagan, Nakasone 
seemed downright brilliant. 

But after Nakasone boarded 
his jet back Tokyo, little 
seemed have changed between 
the two countries. Granted, his 
initiative earned him many 
diplomatic points both sides 
the Pacific; but the same 
week concluded meetings 
with Reagan, Newsweek 
reported Pearl 
Harbor” bumper stickers cars 
West Virginia. Detroit raffle 
offered the chance demolish 
brand-new Toyota its first 
prize. Faced with the old issues 
trade and defense, Japanese-US 
relations seemed deteriorate 
further. Most Americans and 
many Japanese feel Japan must 
make the next move. But what 
move make? How will Japan, 
country that has followed 
America’s lead for four decades, 
suddenly take initiative? The 


Japanese don’t know themselves.. 


recent interview with the 
Phoenix, former ambassador 
Japan and esteemed 
Japanologist Edwin Reischauer 
summarized Japanese confusion. 
“The Japanese have strong 
image being extremely 
successful country,” explains 
Reischauer. have strong 
understanding that they must 
play international role. Then 
the picture goes blank. It’s hard 
for the Japanese see 
international community. 
They’re island people who 
have been isolated for centuries. 
hard for them see 
themselves extremely 
influential force world affairs.” 

often difficult, and always 
dangerous, discuss the actions 
and attitudes nation they 
were those individual. For 
every generalization, there 
exception; for every unity, there 
dissidence. But more than any 
other nation, Japan presents 
homogeneous, paradoxical, 
image. Sects, factions, parties, 
and opponents will always exist 
Japanese society, but 
underlying them current 
emotion and identity certain 
uniting all 
Japanese and undermining 
temporal differences. 
unexplainable and all-pervasive. 
Passed from ancients infants, 
the essence Japanese self- 
image. 

Naturally isolated water, 
the Japanese are traditionally 
isolationist temperament. 
Throughout history, for the most 
part, the Japanese have had 
little with the rest 
mankind possible. They did, 
occasion, make jaunts the 
(where they absorbed, 
for example, lessons religion, 
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technology, and the arts), but 
rarely with the idea mutual 
exchange. The world has been 
their hardware store, and the 
Japanese have meant merely 
bring home tools for advancing 
their civilization. Every now and 
then, certain groups Japan 
have felt would more 
convenient they owned the 
store, and the Japanese have 
periodically launched campaigns 
conquer East Asia. 

Always ultimately repelled, the 
Japanese have returned the 
security isolation. 
Embarrassed and angered 
defeat, the Japanese have 
repeatedly destroyed their ties 
with the outside, dismissing the 
world that dismissed them. There 
greater example self- 
imposed seclusion than the 250 
years following one 
disastrous campaigns seize the 
Asian mainland. From the early 
1600s the mid 19th century, 
foreigners could enter the 
country and countryman 
could leave. While the rest the 
world raced through the 
Enlightenment and the Industrial 
Revolution, Japan stayed 
comfortably ignorant. Only 
gunboats Edo (now Tokyo) 
harbor could startle the nation 
from determined sleep. 

Centuries isolationism 
interrupted fierce, but failed, 
efforts imperialism have left 
their mark Japan mark 
that continues influence policy 
and self-image. more and 
more Japanese attempt force 
their national and cultural 
identity into international 
(which say definitely 
Western) mold, they frequently 
recall only those things that 
further separate them from their 
models. Bobby-soxers and Bill 
Haley music fill high-school 
gyms Saturday night. The first 
Disneyland outside the will 
open this summer, only six miles 
from downtown Tokyo. Japanese 
adolescents have Pepsodent 
smiles. Yet the Imperial Palace 
remains hallowed ground 
emotionally charged relic and the 
focal point the world’s largest 
city. Marriages are still arranged 
fathers and must have 
Feudal-style 
pecking orders are still 
ubiquitous. Japanese journalist, 
reflecting this difficult 
relationship Japan the 
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outside world, quipped, “Japan 
like hothouse flower love 
with the outside air.” Many 
Japanese feel Japan eccentric 
that will remain forever 
separate and distinct. 

The Japanese emphasize that 
they are unrelated any other 
ethnic group the world. Unlike 
Americans Europeans, who 
can trace their ancestry other 
places and other peoples, the 
Japanese are simply Japanese. 
Any mixing and matching that 
resulted.in Japanese stock 
occurred well over 2000 years 
ago. And any similarities linking 

Japanese other ethnic 
groups look trivial when 
compared the differences. 

addition, one cannot 
become Japanese. possible, 
though extremely difficult, 
become Japanese citizen (after 
passing series highly 
subjective examinations), but 
impossible become Japanese. 
The Japanese take birthright and 
genealogy seriously that the 
17th-century purge Christians, 
anyone suspected adherence 
the treacherous religion had 
prove that one his family 
for six generations had been 
Christian. One pilgrim the 
woodpile sentenced the entire 
family banishment death. 

Now famous for their quality 
control manufactured goods, 
the Japanese have never 
hesitated apply the same 
rigorous insistence uniformity 
their own people. Severe and 
seemingly arbitrary punishment 
for deviation sprang from the 
concept group responsibility 
that curious ethic blamed for 
Japanese blindness the nation 
marched into World War II, and 
credited for Japanese genius 
worked for economic supremacy. 

Group responsibility tenet 
fundamental the Japanese 
“rugged 
Americans. was essential 
ethos for agrarian society 
perched chain volcanic 
islands offering little arable land, 
short growing seasons, 
innumerable natural disasters, 
and many mouths feed. 
Families, villages, and even cities 
had function single, 
cohesive they hoped 
survive. Inoue Tomoko writes, 
closed society has 
always been poor soil for the 

growth individualism. The rule 


society has been that the 
destiny submerged 
that the group, and indeed 
has been obedience this rule 
that has enabled the Japanese 
unite and rise their present 
position.” 

theory, this celebration 
cohesiveness might have given 
the Japanese paradigm for 
international brotherhood. has 
practice done just the opposite: 
has given the Japanese deep- 
rooted fear and distrust all 
outsiders, xenophobia 
intense and indelible that 
czarist and Soviet Russia. More 
than any other peoople, the 
Japanese divide the world 
between “us” and 

Andrew Gordon, Harvard 
assistant professor Japanese 
history, explains: “Japan never 
fell under Chinese influence 
the way Korea Southeast Asia 
has. They were never integrated 
into the Asian community. 
Hence, they have never 
considered themselves 
particularly Asian. When the 
Japanese encountered the West 
1853, however, they realized that 
they certainly Western. 
They quite sure with 
whom they should identify. 
Because this, whenever the 
Japanese encountered new 
culture, they responded with 
either immediate emulation 
hysterical 

Either way, the Japanese have 
always had model. But now that 
Japan leading the way 
many fields, the Japanese are 
losing their prototypes; they have 
neither other nations’ triumphs 
copy nor failures learn from. 
And the subjugation the 
individual Japanese society, 
many feel, has also led the 
repression creativity and 
invention. Many Japanese 
wonder how they can lead the 
world they don’t know where 
go. 

Added the growing pile 
insecurities affecting 
international outlook the 
recognition that Japan holds few 
natural resources. Other than 
clay for pottery, silk for clothing, 


and ever-growing population 


for labor, the land produces little 
support advanced 
civilization. Japan imports more 
than percent its natural 
resources, and its fuel. 
any country cartel decided 


turn away Japan’s hungry buyers, 
nation would crippled. 
matter how unlikely may seem 
integrated world economy, 
it’s fear that haunts the 
Japanese. 

Perhaps this consciousness 
scarcity explains why Japan has 
done much with little raw 
materials. With only moderate 
outside cultural influences, the 
Japanese developed civilization 
with social and aesthetic 
philosophies refined any 
the world. Japan remains the only 
land that has never been 


‘successfully invaded enemy 


forces. From their point view, 
the Japanese have enjoyed 
imperial reign that has stood 


since the dawn man. 


Twice the last 120 years they 
have established “new” societies 
and erased all that might hinder 
their success. And twice these 
societies have challenged the 
world. The Japanese are resilient, 
determined, indomitable and 
they know it. 

Whenever Japan has opened its 
eyes the outside world, the 
Japanese have found themselves 
frighteningly far behind 
development. Time and time 
again, they have hurled all they 
had into catching and 
surpassing their rivals. Always 
successful and always proud 
that success, the Japanese have 
unearthed ancient myths, 
traditional ethics, and 
ethnocentric logic spur and 
explain that success. Gordon 
remarks, “The Japanese will say 
there something very special 
about Japan that has led their 
success. But when 
cornered what is, they don’t 
know. eventually relate 
back the emperor somehow.” 

the Japanese vacillation 
between ethnocentrism and 
inferiority continues the 
present. been big factor 
the last 100 years,” says 
Reischauer, “and the Japanese 
have earned much mistrust and 
misunderstanding because it. 
The Japanese certainly felt 
inferior when they came 
contact with the West for the first 
time, the mid 1800s. They 
were, quite literally, centuries 
behind technology, and 
frightened them. There was 
immediate rush toward 
Westernization, promoted the 
government, and gave the 


Japanese people the idea that 
anything Western was better 
than what the Japanese had. 
Westerners were bigger and 
healthier, and the whole world 
seemed work Western 
way. The Japanese felt they had 
the wrong culture. one else 
spoke Japanese, they felt they 
even had the wrong language. 
But the tremendous feeling 
inferiority was compensated 
succeeding swings the other 
direction.” 

Reischauer points out that the 
first swing toward modern ultra- 
nationalism among the Japanese 
occurred when they defeated 
their ancient nemesis, China, 
the war 1898. Five years 
later, they took and defeated 
European power for the first 
time, the Russo-Japanese War. 
Europe was forced 
acknowledge Japanese power. 
“But immediately after World 
the world moved into the 
technological age led the US, 
there was tremendous shift 
Japan towards Westernization 
again. The brought 
extreme move toward Japanese 
chauvinism which led them 
take the world. After the war, 
the Japanese again felt 
everything Japanese was failure 
and immediately accepted 
everything Western. took the 
Japanese quite while come 
out that feeling; but now 
doing awfully well, 
they can’t help but arrogant 
about lot things again.”

led Japanese chauvinism. 
Many Japanese and Western 
observers wonder where will 
lead them now. 

The Japanese self-image 
conditioned centuries 
feudalism and the strong social 
influence Confucianism. Both 
social structure and social 
philosophy were built 
hierarchical categories, with 
every element either superior 
inferior another. There little 
room for thoughts equality. 
‘The Japanese have traditionally 
extended this habit mind the 
international order. result, 
they have difficulty seeing other 
nations equal partners 
the would like them now, 
economic and military terms.

tabloid called Bay Windows. No, 
Architectural Digest. And no, it’s not the 
home do-it-yourself guide. 
is, fact, monthly paper for 
ever-growing gay and lesbian com- 
munities; its ambition coming out 
weekly six months so. will cost 
cents copy newsstands, $12 year 
subscription, but will given away 
bars. And, for the record, this paper has 
been named after those peculiar wall 
openings that show rather prominent- 
buildings throughout the Hub 
because, like those distinctive windows, 
this new newspaper says will 
offering its readers “several different 
Get it? 

So, course, does Boston’s well- 
known, decade-old Gay Community 
News (GCN), but apparently there will 
differences between the two publica- 
tions. “There are lot organizations 
and activities this community that are 
not getting press coverage anywhere, the 
gay press included,” explained Sasha 
Alyson, who publishes Bay Windows, 
and who also runs Alyson Publications, 
local alternative-book-publishing outfit.

“GCN has often had 
anti-bar attitude,” said Alyson. “We

fill issue number one are freebies], but 
don’t want have anti-bar 
attitude that will scare them off either.” 
GCN doesn’t see quite that way. 
“There certainly have been times,” says 
Cindy Patton, the managing 
editor, run articles gay 
alcoholism, beatings outside certain 
clubs, and the bar owners have wanted 
pull their ads.”

Western world. The same banks that 
loan American industry, commerce, 
and the consumer. The same banks that, 
for example, issued you your credit card. 
The same banks that, doubt, fore- 
closed some those 40,000 mortgages. 


These banks are now swept 
dangerous fiduciary dance with their 
foreign debtors. You can’t foreclose 
country. fact, the country, hard- 
pressed enough, can repudiate its debts 
just flat-out refuse pay. Several 
Latin American countries did just that 
the ‘30s, and today the amount foreign 
debt exponentially higher. chain 
defaults, even single default one 
the major debtors, could ruin the 
banking industry, already 
plagued failure rate higher than 
any time since the Depression. banks 
are unable make loans, then our 
economy and the world’s will 
best unable climb out the worst 
economic times years. worst? 
Well, one wants think about that. 


But few the world financial com- 


munity expect the worst, anything like 
it. customary for people authori- 
ty, they are cautiously optimistic. Take 
A.W. Clausen, president the World 
Bank, the institution set help world 
development loaning those projects 
and countries that cannot afford the cost 
financier are impeccable. Before coming 
the World Bank, Clausen was head 
Bank America for dozen years. 
February 24, the day after Brazil and 
Mexico floated their new loans, Clausen 
visited Harvard deliver address 
“Third World Debt and Global Re- 
press conference before his 
speech, Clausen declared that 
World debt serious but manageable. 
need real growth from the [major 
industrial] countries, and keep trade 
open between the developed and de- 
veloping countries. World growth will 
relieve debt pressures. 
cooperate, not that the sun would 
immediately come out and the birds sing, 
but the remedies the world malaise are 
our hands.” 


Clausen’s 
message more formal terms. his 
view, and the view the institution 
heads, see the problems debtor 
nations and creditor banks the catalyst 
the world’s economic woes stand 
the truth its head. looks the 
debts Mexico, Brazil, Argentina, Chile, 
Turkey, al. symptom the world 
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essentially right. The swings 
fortune the world economy may seem 
drastic us, but they affect the fragile 
economies the developing countries 
far more. The world all 
poorer than it’s been long, long time. 
why owes itself much money. 

Lest forget, the major debtor 
countries the desperately poor 
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down-and-out nations Africa and 
Asia, though they too have their debts. 
No, the countries whose borrowing has 
provoked all this fuss are the countries 
whose economies until recently were 
growing, the countries whose resources 
and economic potential were thought 
give them the best chance going from 
developing developed. 

Both lenders and borrowers tend 
optimistic sorts. It’s not going too far 
say that credit institutionalized hope. 
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There were, bankers and finance min- 


isters told each other throughout the 
many reasons for hope Brazil, and 
Mexico, and Rumania, and Korea. They 
were half right. Although the growth 
potential for those countries was (and 
remains) enormous, their economic 
foundations strong enough 
withstand the shock going from 
inflated world economy one being 
deliberately disinflated the policy- 
makers the Western world. Consider- 
ing what has happened our own 
economy, the failure theirs not 
surprising. 

forget, and certainly the world’s 
bankers forgot, just how poor the world 
is. Consider this: for the purposes 
international economic bookkeeping, the 
dividing line between low-income and 
middle-income nation per capita 
gross national product $410 year. 
Haiti officially middle-income na- 
tion, are Bolivia, Cameroon, and the 
Philippines. Low-income nations are the 
desolate likes Burma, Chad, and 
Ghana. practical terms, middle- 
income country one where poverty 
commonplace, low-income country one 
where misery commonplace. This 
widespread impoverishment hardly 
foundation for the “steady, sustainable, 
non-inflationary growth” Clausen said 
the world needs. It’s hardly foundation 
for anything all. 

The lending boom the Third World 
began, the early not with cold 
assessment those countries’ economic 
status, but with awareness that the 
world’s banks were flooded with dollars 
that had lent somewhere said 
banks were going prosper. The dollars 
represented the sudden wealth the oil- 
exporting countries, their cartel-set 
prices for oil gave them sudden riches 
beyond any needs they might have, 
any uses they might imagine. 

And the oil money (aside from what 
was spent tanks, planes, bombs, and 
the like) went accounts Western 
banks. Banks lose money 
sometimes, but they sure hell lose 
money when they take deposits and 
don’t make loans. Billion-dollar deposits 
will lead just about any bank make 
billion-dollar loans. 

the same time, the developing 
countries thanks that same new 
price oil were faced with the need 
for huge new sums money just keep 
their economies functioning the same 
level. Throughout the ‘60s, the poorer 
countries had experienced rate 
growth far above that the industrial 
powers, because it’s always easier 
grow from small base and because 
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The process worked well, per- 
haps any economic 
policy memory. That say, 
the world economy did disinflate, 
and inflation the industrial 
countries was brought halt. 
So, unfortunately, 
economies. 

The financial community the 
West heartily supported the dis- 
inflation. Creditors always do, 
because you borrow $10, and 
year later only worth $9, the 
debtor has made smart business 
deal.

Accordingly, demand for 
credit contracted, did spending 
and employment. the same 
horrid cycle, corporations with 


depressed earnings found 


debts more onerous. But what 
was problem for the United 
States (and Britain, France, West 
Germany, and the other disinflat- 


ing industrial countries) was 
disaster for the Third World 
borrowers. Their interest pay- 
ments were accelerating beyond 
any reasonable measure just 
the effects disinflation hit their 
economies full force. Just as, 
short, demand for their goods, 
products, and services hit new 
low. 

mightily Third World 
countries 
diversify and industrialize, far too 
many them find their econom- 
ies dependent commodities 
raw materials that they must sell 
exist. Ask any farmer: 
commodity prices have slumped 
remarkably recent years. And 
going broke lowa, 
just imagine happening 
Brazil, where, the song goes, 
they grow awful lot coffee, 
Ghana, where they grow 
awful lot cocoa, Chile, 
where they mine awful lot 
copper. the Third World coun- 
tries exporting their 
products, naturally not 
going able earn the 
dollars they need repay their 
obligations, obligations that be- 
cause soaring interest rates 


been expected. 

The strain was felt many 
countries, but Clausen was 
quick tell his audience 
Harvard, most Third World coun- 
tries have coped with without 
missing bank payments. 
adjusted their meet 
their increased burdens. 
increase revenue. Imports are 
reduced, limiting the number 
basic goods available.

“Third World debt is.country- 
specific,” Clausen said. “Eight 
countries have percent the 
total debt; four have been forced 
reschedule.” These four coun- 
tries are the focus immediate 
worries over “international 
debt crisis.” They are Argentina, 
Brazil, Chile, and Mexico. 

The first three are remarkably 
similar. Each has for years been 
major exporter basic com- 
modities. Each used 
devout believer growth and 
economic expansion, avid cus- 
tomer for bank loans. Each, 
turn, was popular with American 
banks, both for its economic 
prospects and for solidly “pro- 
Western” political stance deemed 
“congenial investment.” That 
is, each was ruled military 
dictatorship ranging 
latively benign (Brazil) 
outright murderous (the other 
two). And each country was 
clobbered the recession, 
demand for its export products 
fell along with the economy. 

(At the same time, must 
noted all fairness, devoutly 
capitalistic American and Ger- 
man bankers were making large 
loans the Communist regimes 
Rumania and Poland, whose 
economies presented less promis- 


ing risks. Bad judgment knows 


political boundaries.) 

Mexico, the nation whose 
economy most thrall the 
loans took, special case. For 
the commodity was selling the 
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world was (and is) oil. That was 
very good business in, and 
Mexico, poor for long, 
borrowed frenetically against its 
current and projected revenues. 
Then, the world slump’s final 
act, oil became just another com- 
modity with too few buyers. 

effect, all the woes the 
borrowing nations that were 
spread over years hit Mexico 
matter months, the spring 
and summer Unable pay 
its debts, was forced devalue 
its currency, to. create what 
amounted government-or- 
dered depression. This enabled 
the restructuring old loans and 
elicited the promise new ones 
from private creditors and from 
the multinational banks that are 
supposed act the lender 
last resort the international 
monetary system. 

The IMF the institution that’s 
supposed take charge crisis 
like did react and 
quickly loaning money 
Mexico and interceding the 
country’s behalf with foreign 
creditors. Not that the creditors 
had much choice; their loans had 
made them effective partners 
Mexico, with nearly much 
stake the nation’s economic 
future its government had. 

the new, Mexico 
will probably survive its current 
fiscal crisis, just Clausen and 
other international 
have predicted. will survive 
because one can afford let 
otherwise. Oh, there’s trendy 
talk from both the right and the 
left arguing that the bankers 
forced swallow their bad debts, 
and countries forced de- 
fault, but should remain just 
talk. practical matter, 
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A.W. Clausen: the situation “serious but manageable.” 


makes sense cripple our 
largest financial institutions, 
matter how popular that might 
be, matter even that their 
chronic over-optimism and herd 
psychology made their loan woes 
largely their own doing. our 
own economy, just gone 
through two years when loans 
were scarce want 
repeat the experience? 

And aside from any human- 
itarian considerations, stu- 
pid abandon our large, poor, 
and none-too-stable neighbor 
time grievous need. For the 
same reason that, though 
grumbles and wails the cost, 
the

Businessmen are supposed 
practical; governments are usual- 
forced be. 

The cautious optimism 
Clausen espoused Harvard 
may indeed justified. The 
Western economies appear 
have begun climbing from the 
trough this latest business 
cycle. The governments that dis- 
inflated vigorously are now 
looking undo much their 
Mexico, the oil-price slump will 
relieve much the pressure 
the world economy. Just the

Western countries far less dra- 
matically than will the poorer 
oil importers, giving them 
blessed relief from the strain 
their thinner revenues. 

The system worked, sort of. 
There wasn’t, and likely 
be, the kind dramatic event 
that turns public attention the 
dusty subject international 
finance.

The lesson 
the Third World debt crunch 
has neither with banker 
cupidity nor with governmental 
foolishness. Such will 
always with us, good times 
and bad. What important, and 
saddening, learn that the 
overwhelming majority the 
world’s people have only fragile 
toehold its economy, and that 
there little hope change 
the foreseeable future. Using ac- 
cepted financial procedures, the 
nations the Third World tried 
buy their way in, purchasing 
growth with debt corporate 
managers every day. But 
when the richer those coun- 
tries stopped growing, nothing 
remained the purchase but the 
debts and their escalating interest 
costs. And so, ironically, the 
countries that had 
chance joining the developed 
nations have been set back the 
most. 

The debts have been eased, not 
removed. They are still there,

The Japanese government 
maintains that any fears resulting 
from the nation’s plans for re- 
armament are steeped resent- 
ment, envy, and fundamental 
misunderstanding Japan’s 
motives. The government under- 
scores the fact that Japan 
economic power, that has 
neither the military power nor 
the aggressive desires had 
years ago. token their 
commitment peace and their 
desire share wealth, 
the Japanese have allocated 
billions dollars economic aid 
developing nations.

been trend Japan over the last 
decade.

After our disas- 
trous experience the past, 
cannot view with equanimity 
either proposals that Japan 
increase its military capability, 
urgings Japanese academi- 
cians that secure military [trade 
avenues] for Japanese shipping.

Japanese economic power, 
were faced with economic ruin 
war who can guarantee that 
would not choose war?”

Boston Breakers 
able win ‘em all, for they lost 
the first chance they had, 21-17, 
the Tampa Bay Bandits the 
very first United States Football 
League game history. Aside 
from that middling detail, how- 
ever, both the Breakers and the 
USFL made more than credit- 
able jump from future present 
tense. 

Until 1:30 p.m. last Sunday, the 
only games the USFL had in- 
dulged were the ones the 
league had played, with tongue 
and checkbook, against the NFL 
and NCAA. For months, USFL 
folks had talked about how the 
league’s owners had plenty 
money, and about their con- 
tracts, and about the college stars 
they’d signed. All which was 
fine, even intriguing, but left the 
league’s biggest worries un- 
touched. selling the 
essentially perverse notion 
spring football league, eventually 
you have answer the question, 
this joke, what?” And the 
only way that can done 
putting real live football players 
out the field, front actual 
paying customers the stands. 

The USFL may fail, but it’s 
joke. The Breakers and Bandits, 
who had the uplifting experience 
being dubbed (in national 
media previews) 
squads the USFL, combined 
present exciting, entertaining 
football game. Even better, from 
the league’s point view, was 
reasonably crisp and violently 
intense contest. There was only 
one penalty, and only 
flags were thrown. There were 
fumbles, and just three inter- 
ceptions out passes thrown. 
Hell, one interception wasn’t 
merely the best play the game, 
was play one attendance 
could remember ever seeing 
before. 

the third quarter, Breaker

Debit “cash” cards, unlike 
their credit-card cousins, are not 
tools for borrowing money. 
Rather, they are designed for fast 
identification customer mak- 
ing withdrawals from his own 
bank and more and more com- 
monly allow withdrawals from 
money-dispensing automated- 
teller machines (ATMs), which, 
increasingly, are scattered around 
the city. The three largest bank- 
ing entities this area call their 
plastic cards X-Press cards 
(BayBanks), Shawmut Way cards 


(Shawmut), and Monec cards 
(First National). 

The first ATM’s appeared 
California (not surprisingly), 
the early 1970s. They. began 
showing ones and twos 
banks 1973.

This probably the most com- 
mon non-weight-related medical 
diet. far can tell from 
personal experience, giving 
salt two-stage process. First, 
one discovers that all foods con- 
tain salt and that most foods 
contain lots it. this point, 
principal ingredient one’s new 
diet. Second, one investigates 
further and discovers that some 
foods will indeed have 
sacrificed, but that, all all, one 
can give salt and still eat 
happily, well, and lot. 

Two pioneers the field no- 
salt eating are those noted food 
authorities, James Beard and 
Craig Claiborne; there’s certain 
rough justice their fates. After 
decades stuffing themselves 
with anything their little hearts 
desired and getting rich and 
famous the process, both men 
were put strict diets that 
required them reduce the salt 
and fat their daily intake 
groceries. Each battled back with 
best-selling book his ex- 
perience, proving that you can’t 
keep good hustler down. 

helps great deal, whether 
cutting out salt any 
other part the foods you 
normally eat, you like every- 
thing. The less you depend 
any one food (or groups foods) 
your daily diet, the less you 
miss that item you can’t eat it. 
take personal example, 
adore sausages, liverwurst, and 


processed meats, foods now de- 
nied me. But never depended 
these goodies vital part 
three squares day. They were 
cherished luxuries, nothing more. 
Only Alsace would ban 
sausages and perserved meats 
involve actual hardship. 

also infinitely easier stick 
regimen because cook for 
myself and involved that 
pastime more than the average 
person. It’s astonishing how per- 
vasive salt recipes. Check 
any cookbook: just about every 
entry will call for salt some- 
times little, sometimes lot, 
sometimes that all-time hedge, 
“to taste.” And yet, percent 
those recipes include other spices 
natural ingredients (garlic, 
name one) that render salt un- 
necessary. three months 
cooking, have found only one 
salt-free dish unpalatable: French 
fries without salt are not, these 
taste buds, worth having. (Of 
course, haven’t even looked for 
salt-free sausages, pretzels, 
soy sauce, or...) 

these months investiga- 
tion, concluded that salt 
part the chemical barrage with 
which assault our food the 
name making look better, 
have flavor, and most important, 
last longer. Salt the original 
preservative, and sodium 
crucial ingredient many the 
consonant-laden chemicals that 
are essential the American 
food industry. 

There are flies that 


industry, and its honchos have 
been looking the statistics 
about the increasing number 
Americans who eat 
salt. Consequently, supermarkets 
now feature low-salt substitutes 
for many popular items. These 
have varying degrees appeal. 
Low-salt tomato juice does not 
taste bad. Neither does taste 
good. Low-salt canned tomatoes 
(and try lasting month without 
needing canned tomatos your 
kitchen, particularly 
month February) are just like 
the canned tomatoes with salt 
added, except that one pays more 
for the privilege having left 
out. still can’t figure that one 
out. 

learned all this useful (in 
case, vital) information con- 
sulting professional nutritionist. 
Oh, sure, used think that 
nutritionists were people who sat 
around figuring out new recipes 
for lima beans and chickpeas, the 
sworn enemies those who eat 
for pleasure. This not necessari- 
the case. The woman con- 
sulted avowed chocoholic. 
consultation was not unlike 
golf lesson with the pro the 
club, refining and honing 
basic habits rather than laying 
down rules obeyed. 

Dining out the biggest prob- 
lem for people who, for medical 
reasons, are denied salt, sugar, 
whatever. Restaurants prepare 
food bulk, for masses 
customers, and are not liable 
cater customers with special 
dietary needs. However, most

Breakfast pastries 
for the Easter season

hen you were eight, 
was lot fun wake 
Easter morning. 


You get eat about three pounds 
cheap chocolate, and with any 
luck you woke before your 
older sister and had time dump 
all the white jellybeans her 
basket. 

Well, grown-ups deserve 
Easter treat too. Below are two 
recipes for pastries. The first 
simplified procedure for making 
Danish pastry. Granted, doesn’t 
sound that simple, but take heart. 
not hard seems; just 
remember let your dough relax 
between rollings. Danish pastry 
got start the day before you 
want it. But with oven timer 
and good book, you might find 
the perfect way spend 
rainy spring afternoon. 

The second recipe, for simnel 
cake, supposed make 
week before Easter but that’s 
for reasons tradition, not com- 
plication. 


Danish pastry baskets 
Two baskets, 
each serving four six 

142 cups butter (slightly 
softened); 

cup flour; 

cup milk; 

cup sugar; 

teaspoon salt; 

packages dry yeast; 

cup warm water; 

egg; 

cup flour. 
For the filling: 

12-ounce can apricot pastry 
filling; 

cups ricotta cheese (sieved); 

tablespoons sugar; 

egg yolks; 

tablespoon lemon rind. 
For the icing: 


cup confectioners’ sugar; 

teaspoon vanilla; 

candied violets roses. 

not kid ourselves. This 
going complicated. What 
you get worth the effort, 
though, and once you learn how 
handle the pastry, gets 
easier. 

Beat the butter and the quarter- 
cup flour together until 
well mixed. Put sheet waxed 
paper down damp (wipe 
lightly with wet sponge) cookie 
sheet, and draw 12-by- 
eight-inch rectangle. Now spread 
the butter-and-flour mixture out 
fills the rectangle exactly, 
making smooth and even 
layer you can. Refrigerate the 
whole thing. 

Warm the three-quarters 
cup milk enough dissolve 
the sugar and the salt, then let 
cool until it’s lukewarm. While 
cooling, dissolve the yeast 
the warm water and and let the 
mixture sit for couple 
minutes. Next, combine the two 
mixtures large bowl and beat 
the egg and the flour. Keep 
beating until the dough leaves 
the sides the bowl, then cover 
the dough and let chill for 
about hour. 

Now, take the dough and the 
butter slab out the refrigerator. 
You want the butter cold, but not 
terribly cold; the perfect con- 
sistency for that the 
horrible dank plastic clay they 
used give you grade school 
firm but malleable. the 
butter needs soften bit 
reach that consistency, let sit 
room temperature while you roll 
out the dough well-floured 
board. trying for 17- 
by-13 inch rectangle. When you 
get the dough

dimensions, flop the butter slab 
intact onto half the dough, the 12- 
inch edge the butter parallel 
the 13-inch edge the dough, 
leaving half-inch border 
dough around three sides the 
butter slab. (Think about it.) Peel 
the waxed paper gently off the 
butter, then fold over the other 
half the dough (like closing 
book). 

Pinch around all the edges 
seal the butter. done 
all this correctly, you now have 


13-by-eight-and-a-half-inch 


dough envelope full butter. But 
that’s not what you want. You 
want dough 
envelope full butter, roll the 
dough out until got that, 
starting the middle and rolling 
toward the edges. Try keep the 
thing rectangular you can. 
The laws physics are not 
steadfastly your side here, but 
not really against you 
either. just takes patience. 
your envelope starts getting too 
round, gently push the dough 
back into shape with your hands. 


Next, position your 12-by-16- 
inch rectangle with one the 16- 
inch sides closest you, and 
stare real hard. Mentally 
divide the thing into three sec- 
tions each five and third 
inches. (You can measure 
not good making this 
kind estimate.) Now, with the 
edge ruler something 
similar, make gentle trough 
along the dividing lines. Flop the 
right-hand third (fold along the 
trough) over lands neatly 
top the middle third, its 12- 
inch edge flush with 
hand trough. Then flop the left- 
hand third over top the 
other two. Hey. Now you have 
12-by-five-and-a-third-inch 
block dough three layers high. 
you? Wrap the whole thing 
floured aluminum foil and 
chill for hour. 

When the hour has passed, 
take the dough out the re- 
frigerator and roll 12- 
by-16-inch again. Fold 
again like you did before 


probably flour the foil again). 
Chill it, but this time for only 
about half hour. Roll it, fold it, 
and wrap one more time. Chill 
overnight. 

The dawn new day ... 
feeling more relaxed? Take the 
dough out the refrigerator and 
cut half the long way. Put 
one piece back the refrigerator, 
and roll the other half out into 
25-by-nine-inch strip. (Measure 
your pastry board first; you may 
have this your kitchen 
table floured, course.) Cut 
this strip lengthwise into thirds 
(three-by-25-inch strips). 

Let these sit while you open 
the can apricot filling. Stir the 
apricot filling until the consisten- 
uniform, then stir together 
the ricotta, sugar, egg yolks, and 
lemon rind. Make mound 
apricot filling down the middle 
dough. The mound should 
about the diameter your 
thumb. Now close the dough 
(again lengthwise) over the fill-

LESSON 

FROM 
ADOLESCENCE

Elizabeth, South Africa, 17-year-old 

white boy drowning the combined 
miseries adolescence and filial conflict 
tried take black man down with him. 
The man, employee well, let’s 
frank and say servant the boy’s 
parents, not only refused dragged 
under but held on, resisting his own rage, 
until the boy understood that could 
swim chose to.

(He even changed the 
names, dedicating the play Sam 
Semela, one the characters, and his 
dead father, Harold David Fugard.) Like 
Eugene the throes Long 
Day’s Journey, goes the mat with 
memory and himself, trying squeeze 
out the evil bred into him white 
South African. Not beat out orgy 
pounding recrimination, the kind 
public display from which confessional 
playwrights emerge with breasts and fists 
bruised, but squeeze out, leaving none 
but the most studied marks. The play, 
elegiac, economical, and exquisitely 


wrought, deceptively simple, almost 
ceremonial: perfect marriage lyricism 
and anecdote out which terrible truth 
born, then swaddled hope. Writing

The otherworld memory 
Marta Renzi’s wild heart

ike the paintings Chagall, Marta

The dance 
began with Stathas and Matson center 
stage, green and beige sweats, both 
hands clasped and pulling away from 
each other like the two halves 
Rorschach inkblot.

Crying the beloved country

Gerlocks are having sociable.

Old Man Gerlock, after the pinto beans 
and chowchow relish, reads from Scrip- 
ture. Come. See gone wrong. 
the hot yard, Gerlocks unfold their 
tables, and their laughter They 
are double-knit flatlanders long spread 
cities: people name, not past.” 
Name, not past. The Stories Breece 
Pancake (Atlantic-Little, Brown, 178 
pages, $13.50) comes from man with 
next past, since the author shot 
himself April 1979, when was 
just 26. But all the tales are wrung the 
same dialectic the conflict between 
who want and where find 
ourselves. Pancake works his variations 
the theme with engaging side-of-the- 
mouth slang, and dramatic savvy. In- 
decay that often, paradoxically, makes 
the scrabble get seem ripe. Yet 
these dozen harsh stories, the crunch 
always comes. Each tale has powerful 
connections with some West Virginia 
hollow, and one snaps these bonds

regret triumph. “In the Dry,” the 
superb elegy cited above, lingers over the 
skeletons mice, the skulls deer, the 
murder pet, and the entire rundown 
Gerlock clan; and when the lonesome 
trucker protagonist escapes all this rot, 
the background music Hallelujah 
Chorus rather the man hears his 
gears strain whine into another 
night, awful noise.” 

The subject matter smacks Flannery 
her half-mad Georgia hill 
families trapped the ultimatums 
time, place, and morality.

Rarely has local flavor 
been captured with

creates visionary mundanity, sensually 


exact yet hinting ghosts. sit there, 
smoke, look again the cane. The rows 
curve tight, but around them sort 
scar clay, and the leaves have 
purplish 
chops wood, and the ax-bites echo back 
me. The hillsides are baked here and 
have heat ghosts.” 

Notice, too, the ‘rarity the subject 
matter: sour farmer, blighted field. 
Whereas most our short 
stories writers wind hobnobbing with 
the New Yorker's upscale young pro- 
Pancake prefers life among 
the down and out. “Hollow,” for instance, 
listens coalminer’s argument that 
and his crew strike for strip-mining 
privileges. And the story doesn’t main- 
surprising sympathy for the strip miner, 
shows that his impulse rape the land 
grows out his inability control his 
wayward wife, that even when 
slaps the woman feel much pity 
contempt. Likewise, “The Mark,” one 
two stories told from woman’s point 
view, the young wife’s longings for her 
brother allow see incest way 
out, rebellion against the family rather 
than depraved insularity. But the most 
unusual case getting inside outsider 
occurs “Time and Again.”

Meet Margie and Roy, 
chubby middle-aged couple who want 
the panel find cure for 
compulsive watching. and the 
way, Margie has heart transplant. And 
been married twice, both times 
each other. Meet Bennett, whose wife 
gave their baby for adoption while 
was doing time for receiving stolen 
goods. How did they meet? She saw his 
photo the paper when 
mistakenly arrested LA’s “Hillside 
Strangler.” Marisa, who conducts 
seances with dead film stars (she special- 
izes Marilyn Monroe). Lloyd, mild- 
mannered soul whose dead brother pays 
regular ghostly visits his home, 
upsetting the wife something terrible. 
Carolyn, giggly teenager from Quincy, 
Massachusetts, whose jaws were wired 
shut for three months prevent her 
from overeating; when that failed, she 
turned throwing up. 

Jay, gifted ventriloquist, draws out 
the biographical details snappy, re- 
hearsed exchanges with his guests. The

Betrayal theatrical exercise, severe 
and small scale attempt see 
whether banal content can redeemed 
adventurous form. trifle, and 
though it’s been widely praised, 
avant-gardish exercises always are when 
they turn out accessible, don’t 
think many people have been moved 
even particularly entertained.

Today, he’s even more aware that anti- 
heroicism louder than 
thunder. And Worcester the effort 
finally paid dividends. Over the last two 
years, the Who and the Rolling Stones 
have struggled and failed sustain their 
titantic reputations. longer embar- 
rassed intimacy, his determination 
make his biggest points with under- 
stated gestures, Clapton has triumphed. 

Clapton open-ended 
guitar expression twice his career: 
1965, when abandoned the roller- 
coaster ride the Yardbirds for John 
Mayall’s Bluesbreakers; and 1974, 
when dropped flamboyant passages 
entirely from his second solo album, 461 
Ocean Boulevard. That album’s single, 
Bob Shot the (all 
tension swathed pop-reggae tranquil- 
ity), was the Top breakthrough that 
foreshadowed Clapton’s 
nation and Marley’s ascendency 
unwilling messiah ushering eager 
prophet. The unequaled model for his 
future solo albums, 461 Ocean Boulevard 
worked like good vacation: you came 
away from relaxed, but reflection 
you were surprised how quietly 
sensual was, how many piquant 
moments you remembered. Clapton’s 
follow-ups were like fruitless return 
trips: you arrived the same place, but 
all the interesting attractions had moved 
away. When Clapton retired from the 
rock-and-roll fray with 461 Ocean 
Boulevard, ... laid back. His solo 
records’ sin was slothfulness: they were 
indifferent innovation and took per- 
verse pleasure self-effacement. Yes, 
E.C. Was Here (1975) squeezed off live 
round accurate 12-bar ammo 
ing Find Way 
yes, Slowhand (1977) boosted rock’s 
fluttering pulse with drugs 
physical therapy (“Lay 
and flattery (“Wonderful But 
these latter-day blues were corkgun pops 
compared Layla (1972) Blues- 
breakers (1966) shameful throwbacks 
the teeth punk and funk. Through 
eight solo albums, Eric Clapton 
sauntered and shuffled with the suave 
servility born sideman. 

From the start his career Clapton 
assumed, those who think them- 
selves hired guns often do, that fans 
needed extra features (from 
smokebombs Ginger Baker’s drum 
solos Yvonne Elliman’s sexiness) 
justify buying his show tickets and 
albums. But all these questionable 
bonuses left the basics neglected. Before 
hitching with Donald “Duck” Dunn 
for Money and Cigarettes, Clapton 
worked with nimble, muscular 
bassist since John McVie the Blues- 
breakers. And for the first time since 
Derek and the Dominoes, the rest 
Clapton’s backup drummer Roger 
Hawkins, keyboardist and guitarist Al- 
bert Lee, and guest-star guitarist 
Cooder avoided vacillating between 
just boogie and bumble. half the 
new Money and Cigarettes (Warner 
Bros./Duck) showpiece ageless 
dignity coupled with up-to-date drive. 
Previously, Clapton’s preference for 
songs old-fashioned manly stoicism 
had drawn him atemporal loners like 
Cale for cover material when wasn’t 
dribbling out pastel-blues originals. His 
latest single, Got Rock Roll 
Heart” (by Troy Seals, Eddie Setser, and

wenty-two years after his record-

ast year, Rita Marley launched 
solo career overloaded with great 

expectations. Already saddled with 
the silly title and 
burdened with the reverence attached 
her late husband’s name, Marley was 
doomed come short. She was 
working her debut LP, Who Feels 
Knows It, the time Bob 
Marley’s death. This record, corky and 
bright, was nearly sunk instant Rita- 
converts lauding her good cheer the 
wake personal tragedy. For hesitant 
reggae dabblers, the difference between 
her harmonious hymns Jah and ganja 
and her prickly agitprop 


anthems was instructive: the wife purred 


gracious reggae that soothed; her spouse 
roared subversive 
scourged. Avoiding such facile com- 
parisons would have taxed the most 
seasoned and resourceful performers; 
the task was bound cripple easy- 
going singer and erratic songwriter like 
Marley, and her skank sounded 
lost and leery. (Evidently her years 
vocalist her backup trio, the 
steeped her compulsive 
melodic understatement.) Who Feels 
did cause rumble: the hit single, 
“One Draw,” celebrated sinsemilla over 
schoolteachers and was banned Jamai- 
ca. But next Bob Marley’s menacing 
prophecies, the song’s spirit was merely 
naughty and sly. 

This year, Rita added yet 
another Herculean task her list: her 
second album, Harambe (Schanachre), 
aims escort reggae into America’s pop- 
soul mainstream. Without question, she’s 
become misguided missionary. Who 
Feels bubbled with sass and 
sweetness, but Harambe settles for syrup 
and appeasement. The reggae stutterbeat 
coaxed into glib monotony, and the 
arrangements are puffed bolster 
lissome but slack contralto. 
Puffed up, mind you, not toughened 
enlivened, because Marley, like many 
reborn backup singers, dreads competing 
with her band being trampled 
headstrong rhythm. 

She have worried, because 
here the beat and the backing are 
pushovers. Although both her records 
feature core band Ricky Walters 
bass and guitar, Steve Golding guitar, 
and Grub Cooper drums and key- 
boards, Who Feels boasted score 
star reggae sessionmen, including Mikey 


Chung, Junior Murvin, Earl “Chinna” 
Smith, Cedric Brooks, and Robbie 
Shakespeare. And Marley, stepping out 
after decade spent crooning behind her 
husband, ran the show especially 
when she capitalized her flair for light 
gospel (the Rasta version Gwendolyn 
the Way,” for example). 
Harambe abandons the calm 
benevolence favor forced pop 
cheeriness. The album starts with “The 
Beauty Plan,” which settles the 
feminism: “She the mirror her 
man/Forever beside him she will stand.”

The album has three high points. One 
sprinkling the spunk that propelled 
“One Draw.”

“Fascist Groove Thang” charges wiggly 
bass and chattering-dice percussion. Gregory lets 
his amiable voice drop solemn monotone and 
decries European and American nuclear politics 
with urgency chilling enough wake the 
Generals tell him what do/Stop your 
good-time And then Heaven drop 
bomb their own: cruise out the 
dance-war/Merge your hearts and dance your 
dance/And shake that fascist groove thang.”

leaving his family destitute. True, his 
failed become hit 1967, because 
Cameo-Parkway Records folded the week 
Billboard tagged “national breakout.” Still, 
stardom escaped Seger for decade not because 
hard luck, but because took him that long 
make solid albums. Seger undermined himself 
with dumb novelties Smith” and 


“Sock Me, Santa,” and murky self-produc- 
tion; and for years, foolishy monopolized lead 
guitar. Beautiful was the first sign that 
Seger had any grasp studio expertise; Live 
Bullet (1976) reaffirmed his unbridled passion 
stage. His masterpiece, Night Moves (1976), 
molded small-town portraits reverential rock 
melodies and brought him popularity akin 
that his idol, Bruce Springsteen, who had 
inspired much the album with Born Run. 

Then once again Seger lost his way; success was 
disconcerting obscurity. Despite its handful 
hits, Stranger Town caught him wheel 
spinning (“Old Time Rock Roll” and 
wood Nights” replicated “Rock Roll Never 
Forgets” and “Night Moves”), and the doe-eyed 
schmaltz Against the Wind belied his self- 
doubt. Now with The Distance, Seger returns 
the subject knows best Detroit; and the 
result his most tenacious album since Night 
Moves. conveys what sees fear the 
workplace, despair monogamy, ennui 
success without the platinum aimlessness that 
tainted his other post-Night Moves LPs. does 
continue borrow from himself. Rodney Crowell 
may have written it, but “Shame the 
mirrors Lake” and half-dozen other mid- 
tempo Seger ballads.

The succor 
Seger withholds surfaces between the lines the 
guitar-laden “Boomtown Blues,” which directed 
toward all those abandoned Detroit: “The 
Earth black/The ‘wind. ain’t cold/All 
sudden now/You feel old/Look what you win 
heaven/With these Boomtown blues.” 

Seger scores again with “House Behind 
House,” which chides couple who can’t decide 
when dissolve safe but stale love for 
something new. Russ Kunkel’s galloping snare 
shots punctuate spiffy harmonizing from Seger 
and facto SBB member Shaun Murphy, both 
whom playfully bend their notes each 
chorus line’s end. But another attempt 
poignant, Home,” flops because Seger 
spends six lugubrious minutes sketching the 
return defeated local hotshot. vented his 
fear failure, and did better, Hit the 
Corners More,” still-unreleased 1979 ballad 
performs concert.
